I^s.s than five years ago a village, with a 
population (njostly Mexicans) short of 50 0 
and a few adobe huts, occupied a portion of 
the land upon which El Paso now stands—a 
metropolis, with a populatioa

tribute of a great city. 
It is situated in the 
extreme northwest comer of Texas on tb'^' 
east bank of the Rio Grande, which is tht 
dividing line between Texas and the ¡republic 
of Mexico and is four miles south of the 
southern limits of New Mexico. 
Originally 
the land upon which El Paso is situated was 
granted toPonce de Ti.eoii—a Mexican—by the 
^lexican government and, for along time, ex­ 
isted as a Cfittle ranch. 
The city derived its 
name from the Spanish, meaning “the pass," 
significant cf its location in the pass or canon 
formed by the mountains on either side and 
which as before slated, offers the only middle 
gateway through which tlie commerce of the 
east and west mry p.ass. 
The first train entered the city !May 13, 
1 881 —the Southern Pacific, at which time 
the growth of El Paso virtuallj' commenced. 
It at once asumed a life and activity that 
nmazed its original sleepy inhabitanis, who 
were wont to retire and rise with the sun and 
retire a:?rtin for their midday siesta. 
Each 
tmin brought scores of hardy and energetic 
Americans, who, foreseeing the fatare of the 
city of the j ass, entered its gates to become 
citizens in a city of promise. 
All expecta­ 
tions have been realized even beyond the 
most extravagant hopes. From that time the 
adobes and jacals have gradually been sup­ 
planted by the more siibstantial and oi-na-

Looking dowQ from this height the city, as 
yet all silent and motionless before the usual

THE SISTER CITY. 
Paso del Norte. Mex., is separated from El 
Paso by the Eio Grande. 
It still retains its 
antediluvian 
customs, 
adobe 
house and 
primitive simidicity, notwithstanding its close 
proximitj- to a city enjoying all the improve­ 
ments and arts of modem civilization. Visitors, 
now'ever, are constantly viewing its antiquities, 
and can reach it in a few' minutes’ time from 
El Paso by means of the only international 
street car line in the world. 
One of the chief 
attractions of this old place is a church nearly 
I>00 years old, built of sun-dried bricks, in a 
fair state of preservation, and still used for 
public worship. 
This is said to be the only 
mud church in existence. 
The po]uilation of 
the city at one time was about 
2(>,000, but 
has decreased until it now has only G,() 00, 
all of whom are Mexicans with a few excep­ 
tions. 
P FB IilC AXD PRIVATE ENTERPRISES. 
El Paso is metropolitan in all respects. 
The streets are wide and w'ell paved and 
sprinkled daily, while the buildings are sub­ 
stantial and sightly, many indeed being high­ 
ly ornamental; the residences especially, pos­ 
sessing more architectural grandeur, beauty 
and tast« , than may be observed in any other 
city of it’s size in the state. 
There are nu­ 
merous fine churches of the seveml denom­ 
inations; two commodious public schools, one 
erected at a cost of •i' 20,000; a fine opera 
house that cost ^ 20,000, and a court house 
recently completed at a cost of ij^l 00,000. 
The city enjo3'S gas, electric lights, a fire and 
police department, telephone facilities, and 
everything, in fact, that is essential to the 
wants of the day. 
In the manufacturing line 
there are: two ¡ilaning mills, two mineral wa­ 
ter factories, a soap factorj% marble quarries, 
brick yards, lime kilns, ico factory, sampling

The Grand Centra} 
and Pierson are fina buildings, elegatdly far- 
nished. and complete in every detail, while 
the tnbles are stipplied w'ith evervthing offerej 
Norte re favoraidv known among dealers and by the leading Ifotels of the larger cities of 
consumers generally. Therefore, it is reason­ 
able to expect that grape culture will be one 
of the leading pmsuits of the valley, in time, 
and, in fact, is now daily on the increase. 
Bulbous vegetables, in this soil and climate, at­ 
tain to grea*: size and possess a most ])leasant 
llavor; the Ei Paso onion,for instance,is famed 
for its great size and peculiar fiavor, for, un­ 
like the onion of the north it is sweet and 
mild and may be eaten raw with relish. W^hen 
it is said that the soil of the Rio Grande val­ 
ley has for over an hundred years past fur­ 
nished the means of subsistance to more than 
80 ,0 0 0 abta-iginal inhabiü ints, it will bo 
seen that its resources and capabilities are 
ample for thrice that ])opulation under the 
improved methods of agriculture and tiie su­ 
periority of modern farm machinery. 
Here, 
two or three crops, according to their nature, 
may l>e harvested each year, while, unlike in 
the north, there is no apprehension of a fail­ 
ure of crops to materialize from drought, or 
other causes, for irrigation is one of the fea­ 
tures of tropical farming and renders certiiin 
the same results year after year. 
The liio 
Grande valley has one other advantage not 
enjoyed by other sections and that is the pe­ 
culiarly superior nature of the water obtained 
for irrigation puiposes. 
The supply is re­ 
ceived through acequias from the Kio Grande, 
the waters of which containing a large pro­ 
portion of a sandy substance, which, when 
deposited upon the land, not only has the 
qualities of a fertilizer and enriches the same, 
but renews Ihe soil, so that it yearl}' becomes 
better in quality instead of wearing out as is 
the case with much of the overcultivated lands 
of the north. 
THE CLIMATE. 
The climate is similar to that of Lower 
California—never going to extremes in heat or 
cold. 
The atmosphere is pure, invigorating, 
but dry and healthful. 
Situated as it is, at an 
irititude of 3.800 feet above the sea in the 
narrow' valley or canyon, down which the air 
currents find a channel, the heat of summer

HOMESTE.\D AND EXEMPTION LAAVS. 
One great drawback to the development of 
all towns in Texas is the distrust of foreign 


cute the conve^'ance, nor will a temporary 
renting of the homestead, no matter how 
long the time may be, constitute an aban­ 
donment of it. 
If a man 
lives 
with

mortgages his ow'n land, his wife may, after 
his death, step in and defeat the mortgage by 
claiming her homestead right, leaving the 
creditor out in the cold. 
A man may inherit 
a house worth a quarter of a million dollars, 
situated on a lot worth less than if> 5,000, and 
if he once moves into it with his family, he 
may starve, but he cannot, if he has a wife, 
raise money on it by mortgage; he must sell 
it outright. 
The exemption law gives to 
every family, besides the 
homestead, all 
household and kitchen furniture; all imple­ 
ments of husbandry, all tools, books, etc., of 
a trade or profession, five milch cows and 
their calves, tw'o yoke of oxen, two horses 
and wagon, one carriage, twenty hogs, twenty 
sheep, all current wages, besides much other 
property.

^mptions for a single man 
are proportionally liberal.

sult of these laws which are constantly being

great objector,” because of his long contin­ 
ued habit in the hoase of objecting to any 
and every attempt of members to bring up 
any matter for consideration out of its regular 
order. 
It is related that once upon a time 
the judge attended a wedding, and when the 
clergj’inan reached the critical inquiry whether 
any person knew' aught why the hopeful 
couple should not be joined in matrimony, 
the judge suddenly’ w’oke from a reverie, 
sprung to his feet and shouted “I object.” 
1 hen all at once it flashed upon him where 
he was. 
He came back with a jerk to tho 
“regular order,” sunk into his seat in confu­ 
sion, and did not recover his equanimity till a 
sympnthctic friend, 
who understood 
the 
judge s weaknesses, gave him a chew of 
tobacco. 
Judge Holman has saved the house 
vast 
amount of time by his persistent refusal to 
allow members to present bills and resolu­ 
tions “b\" unanimous consent,” where other 
business ought pro]jerly to come before the 
house. 
jMoreover, he has been consistent in 
his practice, as an objector, treating both his 
Democratic collea^ies and his Rejniblioan 
opponents with rigid impartiality. 
But the 
juilge is getting old and doubtless feels that 
he has borne the brunt of the battle long 
enough. The aged Elijah has therefore found 
a j ouug Elisha upon whoso shoulders tho 
mantle of ofiico has passed. 
The judge no 
longer objects, but his ])lace is amply tilled. 
The man who now’ lifts up his voice to de­ 
mand the regular order is Representative 
Beach, of New’ York siate. Mr. Beach (juiet- 
b’Rave notice in tho house one day soon after 
the holiday recess that hereafter he should ob­ 
ject to the consideration of any business out 
of the regular order. 
And he has kei)t his 
word most faithfully, as many a member of 
the house can testify. 
Mr. Beach occupies» 
the mid seat in the front row on the Demo­ 
cratic side next to the center aisle. 
He is 
directly in front of the speaker and therefore 
has a fine position for watching everything 
closeh’. 
Mr. Beach is 50 years old, but except fos 
the fact that his hair is turning gray he does 
not look more than 10. 
He is short, thick 
set, with round, full face, cleanly shaven ex­ 
cept a short mustache. 
He graduated at the 
lale law school in 1 850, and has sinced lived 
in Orange county, N. Y., and combined farm- 
ijig with law. 
He w’as treasurer of tho Demo­ 
cratic state committee two j'cars, and was 
placed on the electoral ticket for 1880, but 
resigned on receiving his nomination for con­ 
gress. 
He is now serving his third term. He 
has the look and manner of a business man 
rather than an orator. 
But he seem to have 
an abundant supply of that anatomical prop­ 
erty most needed in a professional objector, 
namely: backbone. And Judge Holman sits a 
few seats away and smiles and nods approv- 
ingly at the pluck displayed by his succes­ 
sor. 
The calling of an objector is a thankless 
one, and brings on the self appointed holder 
of the office many a curse, not loud but deep. 
The lazy member or the busy member, “who 
seemed busier than ho w'es,” and did not get 
around to introduce his littlo bill on tho day 
set for such introduction, takes a favorable 
moment when he thinks he can catch the ob­ 
jector napping, and asks “unanimous con­ 
sent.” But tho objector, however listless he 
may appear, or however busily he may be en- 
gsiged in reading his news])a])er, writing let­ 
ters, or doing nothing, never fails to w.'.tch for 
that ominous phrase. The words “unanimous 
consent” act like an election shock upon his 
nervous system. 
Instantly he is on his feel, 
and with a quiet “I object,” ho .sends the bill 
back to its author to await the proper time for 
its introduction. 
Sometimes the anxious author ventures to 
expostulate or plead with tho hanl hearted 
objector. 
But it does no good. 
And so with 
a look of anger or contempt, and perhaj)s 
w ith a smothered sw’ear w ord the diwippointed 
member takes his seat and tho business of the 
house goes on.

The 
history of the lettors is somewhat interesting in 
somo of its details, as they had been carefully 
kept from the public up to 1875, 
They 
were captured just before Jeff' Davis himself 
was taken and were at once sent on to Wash­ 
ington to Secrotaiy Stanton, 
Ho was careful 
not to place them among the archieves of the 
government as public records, but put them 
away in an envelope and had them preserved 
as private papers. It was not until the contro­ 
versy with Sherman which gave some of the 
papers an especial interest that they w’ere per­ 
mitted to reach the public eye; but siuco then 
there has been no attempt to keep them secret 
and they are now' regularly filed with other 
papers relating to the rebellion where they 
may be seen by anybody. 
Inquiry to-day 
develojied the fact, however, that nobody had 
inspected them recently, and it is believed the 
publication of Sunday emenated from a 
source outside of W'ashingtou.

seems to have copied the letters from the 
newspaper publications of 1875 or out cf a 
book of war reniiniscences published in Octo­ 
ber of that year by General Boynton.

The agreement betw'een tho car drivers and 
officers of the Broadway and Seventh avenue 
and Broadw’ay and surface roads whereby the 
drivers were to receive $ 2.25 per day for 
twelve hours, with an hour off for dinner, 
went into effect yesterday. The new arrange­ 
ment 13 very satisfactory, 
Tho arrangement 
between the drivers and Fourth avenue com­ 
pany also took efrcct yesterday. In the after­ 
noon 
the drivers on this line became 
suspicious that the companj* did not intend to 
caiTy out the letter of their agreement and 
the}'threatened an immediate strike unless the 
agreement was enforced. 
A meeting of the 
drivers w’as held last night and it was decided 
to quit this morning inasmuch as the com­ 
pany had failed to fulfill its contract. 
This 
morning no car left the depot. 
The men 
complain that the company, though promising 
to pay them .152 a daj’ for twelve hours work 
with half an hour for dinner, had broken the 
agreement by paying only half of the di-ivers 
aud conductors that amount, the other half 
receiving only from .$ 1. 20 to $ 1 ,80 each. 
Besides many of the men have been trans­ 
ferred from the Thirty-second street stable 
to the Eightj'-sixth street stable and vice 
versa, causing them to pay ten cents addi­ 
tional car fare. 
Delegate Cullen for the men 
endeavored to have the agreemment carried 
out, but Supenntendent Skitt, to whom tho 
men lay all the blame, refused, saying that 
the men were getting the full amount aud it 
was the “trippers”—men w'ho make few'er 
trips—that w’ero receiving the lesser amount, 
and he thought they ought to be satisfied. 
The striking car drivers held a meeting this 
morning when the assistant sujierintendent of 
the Fourth avenue road waited ujion them 
and on behalf of the com|» any asked the ex­ 
ecutive committee of drivers to call upon 
Superintendent Skitt, at the depot, and he 
w’culd siL'n an agreement 
by which the 
troubles would be settled. 
The men replied 
that the superintendent w'ould have to come 
over to their hall and sign the set agreements 
in the presence of the men because they had 
been deceived by the company before. These 
agreements }>rovide that twelve hours shall 
constitute a day’s work, that men who work 
full time shall receive $ 2 a day, and that not 
more than twenty trips shall be made each 
day.

Twenty burly butchers from Fulton Market 
were clustered around the big stovo in Tay­ 
lor's hotol, in Front street, the other even­

The Wounded Officer Will U n­ 
doubtedly Recover. 


The Assassin Quietly Removed To 
Independence. 


Sensational 
Charg es 
Emanating 
From Corrig an. 


Chat On Cable Matters—-Other City 
News Of To-Day. 


T h e W o nn decl O fficer. 
The condition of Officer Martin this morn­ 
ing was such as to g ive his family and friends 
g reat encourag ement. 
He rested quietly dur­ 
ing the nig ht and seemed better when he 
awoke this morning . 
It is, o f course, too 
soon to state definitây tliat he is out of dan­ 
g er, but the attending physician, Police Sur­ 
g eon Wood, states there are strong g i’ounds 
for believing he will recover. 
The bullets 
have not yet been located and it is probable 
that no effort will be made to probe for them. 
It is known that they did not penetrate a 
vital point and will not trouble the patient 
after the wounds heal and he is fullj’ recover­ 
ed, 
In view of this fact, tog ether with the 
present condition o f the officer, it was deemed 
inadvisable to attempt to extract them. 
Martin, the man who did the shooting , has 
been removed to the Independence jail. 
It 
was feared that the indig nation aroused by 
the wanton shooting of the officer would lead 
to mob work, and in order to j>rotect the pris­ 
oner in case tho jail should be stormed, he 
was quietly taken, under heavy g uard, to In­ 
dependence. 
The men who were with Marlin when he 
did the shooting , have been discharg ed from 
custodj'. 
They were cautioned ag ainst leav­ 
ing the city until after Martin had been tried 
for his crime. 
At noon to-day a slig ht improvement was 
noticed in the condition of Olticer Martin. 
His tong ue has swollen to such on extent that 
he makes no effort to converse. 
He is per­ 
fectly conscious, however, and fully realizes 
the possible outcome of Monday morning ’s 
tiag edy. 
He is receiving the best of care, 
and if careful nursing and skillful medical 
treatment can save his life it will bo saved. 
No crime committed in this city for years 
has created such an outburst of indig nation 
as the cold-blooded shooting down of Officer 
Martin. 
The excitement attending the crime 
has in a measure subsided, but talk of lynch­ 
ing the murderer is still heard. In fact, if the 
prisoner could be reached without bloodshed 
he would undoubtedly be g iven a dose of 
juBcic# * that would end forever his murderous 
aspirations.

They do their own baking , supply 
the surrounding neig hborhood, and send their 
bread arouud in the morning by the appren­ 
tice boy, who carries it in a larg e willow’ bas­ 
ket, which he balances on his head. 
But the 
baker who succeeds in winning out a shop is 
one among a hundred. 
The averag e baker 
moves along m the same rut from day to day, 
and dies in harness, very often without money 
enoug h to pay his fimeral expenses. 
Nearly 
all the bakers are Germans and French. 
Some are Irish and American, but they are in 
a vast minority. 
The bakers of this city 
have a trade ortranization, but it is badly 
conducted and possesses but little practical 
power. 
It is a g ood baker, indeed, who can 
command $ 1 2 per week, and many work for 
$ G. 
Had they perfect trades unions this 
state of affairs would soon chang e. 
Tho 
French baker is the finest in the world and 
the most independent. 
They know their own 
value and conduct themselves according ly. 
A German baker in Third avenue employed a 
French workman to make the finest g rade of 
fancy bread. 
Everything was pleasant for a 
week or two, when the foreman g ave the 
Frenchman an inferior g rade of Hour to work 
with. 
Mr. Gaul at once detected the chang e 
and put on his street attire, 
“ Vat is de matter mit 3'ou? ” inquired the 
boss. 
“ I can not wid ze self respect work more,” 
answered the Frenchman. 
“ Ze g rade of ze 
flour is inférieur. ^ 
“ V o thasdo tto do mit you,” shouted the 
German, “ dot is my pusiness.” 
“ Pardon, m’sieu,” replied the son of Francot 
“ Eet is not ze question of ze flour or ze bread, 
eet is ze reputasion of m yself,” and no amoun, 
of persuasion could induce him to return to 
work, 
A barrel of g ood flour should make from 
2 70 to 2 80 5 cent loaves. 
Many bakers 
blend four brands, say to Minnesota spring s 
aud two Indiana winters, before they' g et the 
rig ht alloy. 
Others use only one g rade of 
spring and two of winter wheat. These make 
the best brands of fancy bread. 
Formerly 
yeast was made of malt, potatoes and hops, 
and this 
extensively 
used. 
Fancy bread 
bakers, hewever, use a patent yellow com­ 
pressed yeast. 
It is popularly supposed that 
bakers use alum extensively in order to whiten 
their bread. 
Such is not the fact. 
There is 
no necessity for the use of alum, and it is not 
used in the trade. 
There are about twenty 
larg e steam bakeries in the city which g ive 
employment to several hundred men. (^ne of 
these, 
a 
noted 
Broadway 
establish­ 
ment, 
makes 
a 
speciality 
of 
Vienna 
broad 
and 
does 
an 
immense 
busi­ 
ness. 
Vienna bread is made in air-tig ht 
ovens, of tbe best g rade of fiour, and milk is 
used instead of w'ater in mixing the doug h. 
In baking , the steam g enerated settles back 
on the broad instead of 
escaping . 
This 
makes tho (mter crust thin and tender and 
g ives the biead a ])eculiarly rich taste aud 
pleasant aroma. 
What is known to the trade 
as ‘steam’ bread is another recent invention. 
It is made of the very finest flour and baked 
in air-tig ht pans which inclose it on all sides. 
It is then baked in its own steam, and ¡Kísg es- 
ses a flavor peculiarly its own. One very larg e 
bakery in the city is devoted solely to the pro­ 
duction o f aerated bread. 
It is a steam fac- 
toiy, and the bread so made is extremely 
lig ht and spong )'. 
The invention is an En­ 
g lish one. but has been in use here for 
3'ears. 
When the doug h has reached a cer­ 
tain consistency, it is run into an air tig ht 
cylinder and strong ly impreg nated with car­ 
bonic acid g as. 
This creates the lig htness 
and spong iness, without detracting in the 
slig htest from its nutritious qualities. 
There are a few' bakers in this city who 
make a specialty of Boston brown bread, 
which New Eng landei-s adore and eat with 
their Sunday morning breakfasts of baked 
beans. It is composed of yellow corn and rye 
meal, sweetened with molasses or brown 
sug ar. 
During the balance of the week Bos­ 
tonians content themselves with ordinary 
bread, and are partial to fresh tea biscuit at 
nig ht. 
Om* German fellow citizens eat r}« 
bread almost exclusivel.y, and are particularly 
fond of the schwarz and kummel brod, which 
at this season are to be found on the lunch 
table o f almost every beer saloon. 
Both are 
made from black r3’e, but the kummel has 
carraway seeds sprinkled throug h the doug h 
before baking , 
Americans, Eng lish, Irish 
and French prefer wheat bread as fresh and 
white as possible. 
Southern people eat com 
bread smoking hot, and theii* wheat broad is 
usually in the tWm of small, flat soda biscuits, 
nort palatable when cold—whence may be 
divined the reason for the reig n of dyspepsia 
and heart-bum in the south. 
In strong con­ 
trast, strang e as it may seem, are our colored 
brethren, who never eat com bread if they 
can help it, and who like their wheat bread 
warm and spong y*. 
Italians and Chinese live 
on stale bread boug ht at the larg e steam bak­ 
eries, and seldom suffer from toothache. 
Manv impr(»vements have been made in the 
constmction of bakers’ ovens. 
Now they are 
air-tig ht, the workmen are as far as possible 
protected 
from 
the g lare 
o f the 
fire, 
and 
by 
an 
ing enious 
system 
of 
self-acting telemeters and automatio levers 
acting on flues and air valves, the temper­ 
ature inside the ovens can be reg ulated to a 
half deg ree without opening the doors. Some 
years ag o a machine was invented, the pur­ 
pose of which was to kneed doug h by steam 
power. 
It Tiroved an after failure, and doug h 
is kneeded to-day, as it always has been, by 
hand. 
The silly story that bakers kneeded 
their doug h with their feet never had any 
foundation in fact. 
Master 
bakers prid« 
fhemselves on their cleanliness, and in many 
shops no journeyman who 
chews tobacco 
will be g iven work. 
The bakers’ harvest time 
is in the spring and fall of the year. 
During 
the summer people eat less and thoasauds 
leave the city.

“Now, th en, let us see h ow th is question 
h as grown up. A watch man left a switt'h 
open, and th e engineer, doing h is duty and 
obliged to do h is duty, met with an accident. 
It was taken to court. Evei-ybody w.as very 
much in favor of railroads th en.

only begun th en to carry passengers.

“I th en took a caseagainst|lh e.Eastern road. 
Th ere was a carpenter wh o let h imself for 
!f?2.50 per day to go out and repair depots t)ii 
th e road. 
He lived in I.ynn, and as a part of 
h is wages th ey took h im out and broui^h th im 
back agsiin, so th at h e migh t live with h is 
family, and wh ile th ey were bringing h im in 
th ey h ad a collision,and h urt h im, and 1 sued 
th em. It was a clear case of negligeuco, l)ut 
th e court h eld to th e former doctrine, and th e 
case failed. 
“Th en a case came up in 
Springfield, 
wh ere th e suiierintendent turned on th e gas 
to a very considemV)le extent, and was slow 
in ligh ting th e match , an<l wh en h e ])ut it to 
th e gas it tiash ed out quite a distance, and put 
out th e eyes of th e girl wIk' stood near h im, 
one of th e employes.

English law th e compensation for injury used 
to be proportionate to th e value of th e inani­ 
mate th ing th at produced th e accident; but 
wh en railroads came along an engine was 
th ough t to be too valuable, and th e railroads 
})revailed u))on parliament to fix th e extent 
at £ 220. Th en, with ojit stopping to inquire 
into th e case, because in earlier times we did 
not h ave all th e good lawyers in th e legisla­ 
ture as we h ave now, wo followed out th e 
principle and made .'i'5,000 th e limit, and, 
instead of giving it to th e king or ch urch , 
gave it to th e widow or th e h eirs of th e man 
killed in th e accident. Now th at is all non­ 
sense, because if th ere is to be remuneration 
to th e h eirs for th e accident it ough t to be 
full remuneration. If th at is so th ere sh ould 
be an invariable rule about it. If a drunken, 
miserable fellow is killed by th e railroad th e 
wife wh o h as h ad to support h im h as not 
been injured but benefitted. 
Wh en a man 
with an income of th ousands of dollars a 
year is killed th ere is a decided loss to th e 
family. All th at sh ould be left to th e discre­ 
tion of th e jury. 
“We ough t not to copy much more from 
th e English th an our wh iskers; and in our 
country th e matter sh ould be left to th e dis­ 
cretion of twelve good men. 
I ^^ave dealt 
with juries since 1840, 
To say th at th ey 
make mistiikes is only to say th at th ey are 
h uman, but, as a rule, twelve meu are only 
one-twelfth as liable to make mistakes as one 
man. Judges make mistakes <|uite as often 
as juries. 
“Now my view of th e matter is th is: Th e 
employer ough t to be liable for th e negli­ 
gence of one of h is emj.doyes by wh ich a co­ 
employee is injured wh en in th e course of th e 
disch arge of duties in relation to th e common 
employment, as th e said employer would be 
liable for th e negligence if th e said employe 
v^as an 
outside 
person. 
\N4iy 
sh ould 
it 
not 
be 
so? 
Wh y 
is 
th e em­ 
ployer liable to outside parties for th e negli­ 
gence of h is em pire? It is because h e h as 
not ch osen such a man as h e was bound to 
ch oose. 
Th e loss must fall somewh ere, and 
it ough t to fall ui» on th e mtm wh o migh t h ave 
prevented it, and th e emplo 
3'er migh t h ave 
prevented it by making a better ch oice of an 
employe. Th at is th e ground it stands on. 
Th e supreme court of th e United States h as 
already decided th is liability, and all th e 
both er j'ou put me to now wh en I h ave a cli­ 
ent wh o h as been injured in Massach usetts is 
to send h im into New Hampsh ire to live for a 
few weeks, and th en sue in th e United States 
court. 
[Laugh ter.] 
Of course th e United 
court does not overrule our court, but th at is 
our remedy.“
